ing to A lbert Solnit, chief of 


advance planning for the M arin 


County P lanning D epartm ent. 


“ When you put all the pieces 
together, you get som ething that 
isn’t going to w ork” he told the 
M arin County T ransit D istrict 
Board last night. 


Solnit gave his report at a 
briefing on Phase 1 of M arin's 
balanced 
transportation 
p r o ­ 
gram , an effort to m esh long- 
range land use planning with 
transportation planning.

plained, the land use plans 


would perm it a g reater popu- 


I a t i o n than transportation 


plans could handle. 


The report said it would re-1 
quire 12 to 18 lanes on Highway 
101 and eight to 10 ianes on Sir 
F rancis D rake Boulevard to ac­ 
com m odate a projected popula­ 
tion of 609.000 in M arin by 2020. 
if there w ere only highway trav ­ 
el. 


The traditional approach has 
been to take a land use plan and 
“ build highw ays to m eet the de­ 
m and,” Solnit said. 


P erhaps, he com m ented, the 
s i t u a t i o n could be reversed 
w here the density of land use 
could be cut back to the capaci­ 
ty of the transportation system . 


He cited the planned city of 


M arincello as an i n s t a n c e 


w here a developm ent was ap­ 


proved without an adequate 
transportation system to has- 
d!e its projected population. 


B alancing of transportation is 
m ore than balancing tran sit and 


highway system s, he asserted. 


It also involves balancing the 


transportation system and land 


use, with consideration to the 
environm ent, Solnit said. 


The factors officials have to 
consider are, “ How m uch tra n ­ 
sit can we afford, how m any 
highways do we w ant to build 
and how m uch land use do we 
w ant,” he advised. 


“ F i n a 1 1 y, how m uch com ­ 
prom ise on environm ent do we 
w ant w ith any of these three 
factors.” 


H. Rune Carlson, transporta­ 
tion planner, 
said th at local 
traffic and regional traffic have 
to be considered in planning. 


He said the travel pattern 


will change in 50 years, and 


trips to Sonoma County and 


the N orth Bay will surpass 


those to San Francisco. T here 


also will be a large increase 


of travel within M arin, he re ­ 


ported. 


Solnit foresaw M arin as be­ 
com ing a “ transportation fun­ 
n el” between Sonoma County 
and San F rancisco, and w arned 
th a t M arin is “ vulnerable to 
outside forces w hich will have a 
deeper and deeper im pact on 
how' we live in M arin.” 


C. F. G reene, deputy district 
engineer, sta te Division of High­ 
ways, said: “ W e’re not in com ­ 
petition with transit. We can 
only do p art of the job.” 


He said the division has coop­ 
erated in the study, but did file, 
“ with som e re g re t.” a state­ 
m ent that differed with som e 
points in the report.

And they cheered Hugh O.

The students sat silent as 
Pessner went on to say that his­ 
torically man has always fought 
wars to win. and he blamed the 
change in this concept on the 
formation of the United Nations.

should have the vote. 


Glenn Bemd, American Inde­ 
pendent party candidate for the 
state assembly, defended the 
free enterprise system and said 
he supported former Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace because 
Wallace b e l i e v e s in states’ 
rights. He also denounced the 
popular vote and national refer- 
endums as “socialist tenden­ 
cies.”

The Rose Tattoo' 
Is Due At Geary 


House last night: University of 
California professor Andrew Im- 
brie’s Symphony No. 2 in its 
world premier, the Beethoven 
Concerto No. 4 for piano and or­ 
chestra starring young pianist 
Andre Watts and Strauss’s “Ein 
Heldenleben” (A hero’s life). 


With the orchestra honed to a 
fine polish near the end of its 
season in this next to last pro­ 
gram. performance was at a 
high level throughout the even­ 
ing, especially for the Strauss 
and Beethoven works, which are 
Krips’s forte. 


Major work and finale of the 
evening was the Strauss tone 
poem in an exciting rendition 
making use of all the resources 
of the orchestra in producing 
the lush sound of this late ro­ 
mantic masterpiece. 


Since it contains marvelous 
solo passages for the concert- 
m aster, it gave Jacob Krach- 
malnick the opportunity to show 
his supreme artistry as a violin­ 
ist. It was in a way his swan 
song with the orchestra, for he, 
as well as Krips, is leaving at 
the end of this season, and he 
will probably have no such fea­ 
tured parts in next week’s final 
program. 
Popular or not, he is a great 
violinist who can really “ send” 
an audience when he is in the 
mood. 
In 
the 
Beethoven 
concerto 
Watts held attention not through 
pianistic virtuosity for which he 


he 
plenty of time to make each 
note a gem. However, I have 
seldom heard such a slow an­ 
dante con moto.

Hundreds of thousands of chil­ 
dren have not been vaccinated, 
and the incidence of measles 
is up 70 per cent over two years 
ago, said Dr. Katz, the Duke 
University pediatrician and vi­ 
rus disease specialist who is now 
visiting chairman of pediatrics 
at Mt. Zion Hospital here. 
The vaccine is available, he 
told a news conference but the 
end of the federal aid program 
means its effect is felt most 
keenly in the areas needing it 
most—urban ghettos and rural 
slums. The federal aid used to 
pump some $10 million yearly 
into local immunization p r o ­ 
grams, he said. 
Dr. Katz, who developed the 
measles vaccine with Dr. J. F. 
Enders of Harvard, said federal 
help for immunization against 
smallpox, 
diptheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus also has come 
to an end 
“In all these vaccination pro­ 
grams , the cost o f preventing 
d i s e a s e is far, far less than 
the cost of coping with them 
when 
they strike,”

medical 
priorities 
straight as a nation, in spite 
of our great scientific and tech­ 
nical advances.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 
authorizing payments to prison­ 
ers of war in North Vietnam 
and those held by North Korea 
after capture of the spy ship 
USS Pueblo has been passed by 
the Senate. 
The measure doubles daily 
payments 
authorized 
in 
the 
House version of the bill. The 
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doubled rates were added on 
voice votes to allow for inflation 
and cost of living rises 


Under 
the 
amended 
bill, 
which was sent back to the 
House, the prisoners will re­ 
ceive $2 a day for each day they 
were without adequate food, and 
S3 a day for each day of forced 
labor or inhumane punishment. 


The bill also allots $60 a day 
to civilian captives of North 
Vietnam.

To Study Three Other Districts 


The Fairfax School District 
board has agreed to send its 
School Planning Committee on a 
tour of three other school dis­ 
tricts to study school organiza­ 
tion. 
Gwyneth McGee, board secre­ 
tary, reported yesterday that 
the committee of parents, board 
members, district administra­ 
tors and staff, was informed by 
the board Tuesday night that 
the tour will include the Mill 
Valley School District, and ele- 
mentry districts in Sonoma and 
Petaluma. 
Sponsored by the federally 
funded P r o j e c t to Advance 
Creativity in Education, the trip 
is part of the committee’s study 
on reorganizing Fairfax School 
District schools. 
The d i s t r i c t now operates 
three kindergarten t h r o u g h I 
sixth grade schools and one sev­ 
enth and eighth grade school. 
Mrs. McGee said the board 
has considered the possibility of 


consolidating grade levels, but 
will await the committee’s re 
commendations in November. 
One plan under study by the 
committee is the grouping of 
kindergarten t hr ough third 
grades at F a i r f ax Central 
School, third t hr ough sixth 
grades at Deer Park School and 
kindergarten t h r o ug h sixth 
grades at Manor School. White 
Hill School would retain the sev­ 
enth and eighth grades, Mrs. 
McGee said.

H ere's a dash of encourage­ 
m ent for readers who think the 
younger generation rejects the 
business world. 


Ronald J. Steinau, a 17- 
year-old junior at Redwood 
High School, is not only busy 


in the business world. He is 
besting all his competitors. 


He m ay be Ron to his class­ 
m ates, but he m ust be M r. Stei­ 
nau to the other salesm an who 
sell s e l f - i n k i n g stam ps for 
Schw aab Stam p and Seal Co. of 
M ilwaukee, Wis. 


The junior businessm as was 
the top s a 1 e s m a n for the 
world-wide com pany one week 
la st s u m m e r with sales of 
$644.20. 


“ It will be m uch higher this 


y e a r,” Ron prom ised. 


Ron is the son of Belvedere 
City Councilman and architect 
Alan Steinau and lives a t 32 
W indward Road, Belvedere. 


He’ll soon have his own Bel­ 
vedere home if his sales con­ 
tinue to skyrocket. He reports 
s e l l i n g more than $10,000 
worth of the stamps since he 
was awarded the Marin Coun­ 
ty franchise last April. How 
much he makes Ron prefers 
to leave a secret between him­ 
self and the Internal Revenue 
Service. 


He started in the business at 
the age of 14 in 1967, but he said 
he has sold things m uch of his 
life. 


The young entrepreneur said. 
“ I sold junk. I sold candy bars 
out of m y locker at elem entary 
school and little telephone dial 
things.” 


He said he got interested in 
selling rubber stam ps by a n -t 
sw ering a m agazine ad for a 
m achine that would m ake them , i 
The 
$500 cost 
excluded 
him 
from the b u s i n e s s, but his 
g randfather, Neville J. 
Rich, 
form er general m anager of P re ­ 
cision Printing P lates in San | 
Francisco, introduced him to a 
rubber stam p 
the 
firm 
was 
m anufacturing. 


Schwaab bought out Precision 
last y ear and young Steinau j 
thought fye was out of a job. “ I 
felt they wouldn’t fool around 
w ith a person my’ ag e,” he said. 


However, he wrote to the 
company and a r r a n g e d to 
meet with a company repre­ 
sentative in San Francisco. 
He got the franchise for Marin 
and the company got a prod­ 
uctive salesman. 


“ T here’s no lim it to hours or 
anything. The m ore I put into it, 
the m ore I get out of it,” the 
high schooler said.

Army Engineers Change Bay Fill 


Rules: Environment Is King 


I-J Special Report 


SAN FRANCISCO - Sweep­ 
ing changes in A rm y Corps of 
E ngineers regulations on land 
fill and pollution have been an­ 
nounced by Col. C harles R. Rob­ 
erts, San Francisco D istrict en­ 
gineer. 


The changes approved by Sec­ 
re ta ry of the Arm y Stanley Re- 
sor and the chief of engineers in 
W ashington. D.C., place greater 
em phasis on environm ent in ev­ 
aluating perm it applications. 


Of prim ary interest to Bay 
A rea residents is a new em phas­ 


is on “ the im pact of the pro­ 
posed w'ork on the public inter­ 
est’’ in evaluating bay fill and 
outfall perm its. 


The changes also require land 
owners 
adjacent to navigable 
w aters within harbor lines to ob­ 
tain perm its for solid fill con­ 
struction and the erection of 
piles. Previously, they w eren't 
required to. 


Fill applicants would also be 
required to define the areas to 
be filled and the type and loca­ 
tion of stru ctu res to go on the 
fill. No variance from the stated 
plans would be allowed without

Wider and earlier notice of 
public hearings will be given 
and public hearings will be held 
on any proposal th at m ight have 
1 public interest, R oberts said. 
“ The Public in terest,” defined 
in the revised rules, includes 
1 factors 
like 
“ navigation, 
fish 
and w i l d l i f e , w ater quality, 
economics, conservation, aesth­ 
etics, recreation, w ater supply, 
flood dam age prevention, eco­ 
system s 
and, 
in 
general the 
needs and w elfares of the peo­ 
ple.” 
“ This 
change 
clarifies 
the 
standard against which perm it 
applications are to be judged 
and 
re-em phasizes 
t h a t the 
corps is no longer concerned 
only with the im pact which a 
proposed project m ay have on 
navigation,” R oberts stated. 


T here’s a new Scout m ove­ 
m ent afoot in M arin County and 
early indications show it's grow­ 
ing rapidly. 


Called the Explorer Specialty 
P rogram , 
it 
w as 
established 
with the realization by scouting 
officials that their explorer pro­ 
gram would have to undergo 
dram atic m odifications if it was 
to appeal to high school stu­ 
dents. 


Thus the idea of sleeping 
bags and merit badges was 
mothballed 
under 
the 
new 
concept and businesses were 
asked to open their doors to 
vocational exploration.

the fledgling project. 


John C. Duke, a district scout 
executive, explained the other 
day that the program started 10 
y ears ago in Southern California 
but w as not tried in Marin until 
last Decem ber. 
‘We still have our traditional 
explorer 
program 
for 
young 
m en interested in the outdoors.” 
he explained. “ This is a modifi­ 
cation of that program . Its aim s 
are still the sam e, but w e're us­ 
ing a different approach in de­ 
veloping 
citizenshij, 
physical 
fitness and ch aracter." 


Instead of camping and hik­ 
ing. members of the new spec­ 
ialty posts, which i n c l u d e 
girls, spend their time search­ 
ing out career fields which in­ 
terest them, the scout execu­ 
tive emphasized. 


In M arin, the six-month-old 
p r o g r a m has already estab­ 
lished law enforcem ent posts 
sponsored by the San Anselmo, 
Novato and San R afael police 
departm ents. Two utility com ­ 
panies, Pacific G as and E lectric 
Co. and Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Co.. are sponsoring 
engineering 
a n d 
electronics 
posts. 
Radio KTIM in San R afael 
added its nam e to the growing 
list last week with the establish­ 
m ent of a radio-com m unications 
post. 


“The variety of posts we 
can develope is tremendous,” 
Duke said. “We are currently 
thinking of a natural science 
post at the Louise A. Boyd 
Natural Science Museum and 
a finance post sponsored by 
several San Rafael banks.” 


“ We s t a r t e d by surveying 
high school students for their in­ 
terests, 
and have 
established 
our posts accordingly,” he con­ 
tinued. 
But success 
has 
its draw ­ 
backs, according to Duke. The 
survey showed 500 students in­ 
terested in auto m echanics, but 
not enough sponsors 
can be 
found to support the num ber of 
posts even half the 500 wrould re­ 
quire. 
The posts which have been es­ 
tablished are run by the m em ­ 
bers w ith the sponsors and the 
scout organization standing by 
to lend assistance when asked. 
Posts elect their own officers, 
plan their own program , and de­ 
term ine how they will run it. 
The sponsors, at l^ast theoreti­ 
cally, offers only advice and its 
ability to open hitherto closed 
doors for the posts. 


The Law Enforcement Post 
sponsored by the San Rafael 
police department is typical of 
the general guidelines under 
which new posts operate. The 
post goals are as different and 
varied as their sponsors. 


Officer Harold G. Pennington, 
who is allowed four hours a 
w’eek from his duties to work as 
post adviser, said recently that 
the Police departm ent had been 
anxious to get involved in such 
a program . 
“ We w'ant to show t h e s e 
young people that w e're hum ans 
also.” he said. “ This gives us a 


chance to becom e actively in­ 
volved in helping them develop 
desirable characterist ics. ” 


“There is a great need for 
this type of program in San Ra­ 
fael." he continued. “ E v e r y 
night we see kids out on the 
street corners with nothing to do 
and no place to go.” 


Pennington, who is aided by 
seven other officers, said the 
post's 22 m em bers including 
two girls have already ex­ 
pressed an interest in learning 
the roles of. and relationships 
between, 
the 
police 
officer, 
the courts, the district attor­ 
ney, the probation departm ent 
and the penal system . 


The post's first m ajor project 
will be on a tour of the state's 
crim inal investigation laborato­ 
ry in Sacram ento. Like other 
posts, the m em bers will make 
their own plans for the trip, in­ 
cluding their transportation and 
schedule. Unlike other posts, the 
San Rafael Law Enforcem ent 
Post has decided to w ear a dis­ 
tinctive jacket with em blem . 


“ If students think they are in­ 
terested in a c a reer in som e 
field of law enforcem ent.” Pen­ 
nington said, “ this is the place 
to find out. It’s better for them 
to learn here than w ait until 
they have jobs and decide they 
don't like them ." 


“ If a student stays with us 
for the entire tw o-year pro­ 
g ram .’’ he said, “ he will have 
the sam e experience and ex- 
i posure as a new officer com ­ 
ing out of a police academ y.” 


Students interested in joining 
a specialty post or form ing one 
of their own should contact the 
scout headquarters at Second 
and A streets, San Rafael, an 
explorer spokesm an said. 


“ We have not been turned 
down by a single business in 
M arin that w e’ve asked to spon­ 
sor a post,” he added.

Q. Before retirement, we 
p u r c h a s e d shares of Katz 
Drug. We hoped it would prov­ 
ide us with an inflation hedge. 
Now at that 13, it is proving 
to be a hardship for us living 
on a fixed income. What are 
recovery?—J.M, 
A. A pioneer in the develop­ 
ment of large-scale drug mer­ 
chandising, K a t z ’ impressive 
earnings growth was interrupt­ 
ed in 1969 by increased labor 
costs, strikes and start-up ex­ 
penses at new outlets. For the 
first quarter ended March 1970, 
Katz reported a loss of $48,813 
versus net income of $222,650 
in 1969. 
Drugstore chains are viewed 
by analysts as being one of the 
fastest-growing segments of the 
retail industry. A potential re­ 
covery candidate, Katz’ future 
results depend largely upon the 
success of the company’s active 
program of store modernization 
and expansion. Shares may re­ 
main depressed near-term. 
Q. We purchased Pacific 
Southwest Airlines at various 
times before 1968. With the 
1967 stock dividend our aver­ 
age cost is 41. Do you see any 
recovery here or should we 
take our loss?—M.S. 
A. Pacific Southwest Airlines 
operates wholly within the state 
of California covering one of the 
most heavily traveled areas of 
the country. The company em­ 
phasizes low fares, frequently 
scheduled flights and a simpli­ 
fied reservation system — all 
factors which have proved quite 
beneficial for Pacific at a time 


when the rest of the industry is 
ailing. 
For the three months ended 
March 1970, revenues rose 50 
per cent to $21.6 million from 
$14.4 million in 1969. Earnings 
doubled to 20 cents per share 
despite an 8 cents-a-share loss 
from the company’s car rental 
subsidiary. 
PSA’s proposed acquisition of 
Air California should be com­ 
pleted by July 1, if regulatory 
agencies approve. This commu­ 
ter airline operated at a loss of 
$2.4 million last year. However, 
the acquisition should not inhibit 
1970 e a r n i n g s . Shares have 
long-term speculative appeal; 
though near-term trading activi­ 
ty may continue to reflect ge­ 
neral industry woes and market 
weaknesses.

Behr, when 
challenged on his standing as a “real 
Republican,” h a s emphasized his ef­ 
forts on behalf of Sen. Thomas H. Ku- 
chel, thereby indicating his adherence 
to Kuchel’s principles. 
Representing what might be termed 
the Old Guard is Raymond H. Shone of 
Nicasio, former Fairfax city c o u r t 
judge long active in the GOP and close­ 
ly associated with McCarthy over the 
latter’s years in the state Senate. Shone 
is perhaps best known outside party 
circles for his prominent role in the 
Native Sons of the Golden West. 
Farther to the right, and unlikely 
to come close to the winner’s circle, is 
Hugh Pessner of Greenbrae, a mem­ 
ber of the John Birch Society who es­ 
pouses its principles and is a compe­ 
tent representative of what might be 
termed the GOP’s far right wing. 
EACH OF THESE three Marinites 
gives a segment of the Republican Par­ 
ty a strong candidate. 
The fourth candidate in the race is 
the only one from the portion of the 
Fourth Senatorial D i s t r i c t outside 
Marin County: Don Pinkerton, city 
councilman and former mayor of Fair­ 
field in Solano County. 
Pinkerton cannot be said to repre­ 
sent any segment of the party. But be-

cause of this, he may represent the 
whole party the best of any of the four. 
PINKERTON has less experience 
in public office than Behr, but he has 
served four years on the Fairfield City 
Council, to which he was elected by 
the largest margin in the city’s history. 
His activity in the Republican Par­ 
ty does not date back so far as Shone’s. 
But he has been appointed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan to the W ater Quality 
Control Board, Bay-Delta Division, and 
to the California H o u s i n g and Com­ 
munity Development Commission. 
His other activities show his wide 
interests not only in his own county 
b u t in all of the Marin-Solano-Napa 
senate district and, in fact, all of the 
Bay Area. He is a member of the Bay 
Area Transportation S t u d y Commis­ 
sion, the Bay Area H e a l t h Planning 
commission, the Bay Area Airport Stu­ 
dy Commission. 
PINKERTON, who is only 38 years 
old, chose Fairfield for a residence af­ 
ter being stationed at Fairfield-Suisun 
Air Force Base d u r i n g Korean War 
service. He owns two hardware stores 
in Solano County. 
He believes — and proves it by his 
activities — i n regional cooperation 
but local c o n t r o 1, in strong law en­ 
forcement but a m p l e programs for 
youth, in environment c o n t r o l but 
economic development. He is awake to 
the problems of the region — which 
are the problems also of Marin Coun­ 
ty- 
For many years, the Fourth Sena­ 
torial District was composed solely of 
Marin. That is no 1 o n g e r so, and it 
must be viewed in wider perspective. 
So we do not hesitate to endorse Don 
Pinkerton of Fairfield as the best all- 
around Republican c a n d i d a t e in a 
strong field.

Carpet-Baggers Organized

Carpet-baggers on the politi­ 
cal scene are nothing new, but 
a whole organization of car­ 
pet-baggers in a supervisorial 
race may be.

THE FIFTH S U P E R V I ­

They i n c l u d e , however, 
members from every other su­ 
pervisorial district: three from 
the First District, 10 from the 
Second District, eight from the 
Third District, and one from 
the Fourth District. 
Signers of the letter were 
Grace Wellman and L. Martin 
Griffin, both of whom live in 
Kentfield. 


C Y N IC S CORNER

W A S H I N G T O N - The 
wracking strains on the Amer­ 
ican system are most conspi­ 
cuous in the streets and on the 
nation’s campuses. Less visi­ 
ble and yet as far-reaching in 
its consequences is the conflict 
over the Constitution and the 
powers of the President at 
commander in chief vs. the 
powers of Congress to delcare 
war and provide the funds to 
prosecute a war. 
The issue before the Con­ 
gress today is hardly less than 
whether the President has ab­ 
solute powers to make war at 
times and places of his own 
choosing. This is the context in 
which the Cambodian decision, 
taken without advance notice 
to the Congress, is seen. The 
debate promising to go on in 
the Senate for many weeks is 
the most important in the his­ 
tory of that body for more 
than a century. 
THE SENATORS who want 
to define the President’s pow­ 
ers and relate those powers to 
the authority given under the 
constitution to the Congress 
cannot be branded with the 
tag of isolationist, as some 
have tried to do. Men of res­ 
ponsibility and dedication tak­ 
ing an active part in the great 
transition that has occurred 
since America became a world 
power are among their num­ 
ber. 
Sen. John Sherman Cooper 
of Kentucky is co-sponsor of 
an amendment putting limits 
on the Cambodian operation. If 
American troops are not all 
withdrawn by the Nixon dead­ 
line of June 30, funds for that 
operation would be cut off. 
This is the thrust of the pro­ 
posal that also bears the name 
of Frank Church of Idaho. It 
seems almost certain to pass, 
if only as an alternative for 
those who do not want to go 
the whole way with the pro­ 
posed amendment of a half- 
dozen Republicans and Demo­ 
crats putting a terminal date 
of June 30, 1971, on the whole 
war in Vietnam, after which 
no funds can be spent to prose­ 
cute that war. 
Cooper is no radical. He Is 
almost be definition moderate. 


Yet, having searched his con­ 
science over the months, he 
came to the conclusion that he 
could not accept the unlimited 
authority of a commander- 
in-chief prosecuting a land war 
in Asia. As with millions of 
Americans, he was moved to 
take action by the Cambodian 
decision. 


THE FAILURE of the presi­ 
dent to build a close relation­ 
ship with moderate Republi­ 
cans, such as Cooper and Sen. 
George Aiken of V e r m o n t , 
says a lot about his isolation. 
His critics are calling it insu­ 
lation from the political forces 
now unleashed. 


The way the Cambodian de­ 
cision was reached, insofar as 
the details can be known, sug- 
g e s t s a commander-in-chief 
who may have consulted his 
generals, although there are 
those who allege that the joint 
chiefs of staff had a relatively 
small part in the final result. 
But insofar a s ‘can be deter­ 
mined he failed to consult his 
political generals, 
and this 
presents his leaders in Con­ 
gress with an embarrassing di­ 
lemma. Minority leader Hugh 
Scott is frantically scurrying 
about trying to convince en­ 
ough of his flock that any ac­ 
tion, even an amendment as 
r e s t r i c t e d as the Cooper- 
Church proposal, will reflect 
on the president, limiting his 
powers at a critical moment, 
and must therefore be killed. 
The White House should be 
under no illusion about the 
depth of the feeling aroused by 
the Cambodia action. The paid 
broadcast by Senators Goodell, 
H a t f i e l d , McGovern and 
Hughes urging s u p p o r t for 
their amendment setting a cu­ 
toff date for Vietnam has al­ 
ready brought in. largely in 
small contributions, $165.000. 
Of the 91.000 letters that have 
come to Goodell, his New York 
colleague, Jacob K. Javits, 
and Alan Cranston of Califor­ 
nia, 86.000 have opposed the 
president. The groundwell has 
only begun to be felt. It threa­ 
tens to inundate what the ad­ 
ministration had thought was 
solid base.

A barkeep in Indianapolis 
was mildly astonished when a 
customer put in an order for 
11 martinis with plums in 
them. He lined them up and 
downed them one by one, 
chewing contentedly on the 
plums.

“My doctor gave me strict or­ 
ders: no more olives or onions.

Although it was the worst 
period of Soviet-Nazi relations, 
the grim judge who had sent 
more famous Russians to the 
gallows than anyone else in 
history was enforcing a rule of 
Soviet protocol. 


The rule has been violated 
twice within a decade with re­ 
gard to a President of the 
United States. 


FORMER PREMIER Niki­ 
ta S. Khrushchev, enraged by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s public 
acceptance o f responsibility 
for the U-2 espionage flights 
over the Soviet Union in 1960, 
cancelled the President’s invi­ 
tation to visit Moscow. 


“ If he comes here,” Khrush­ 
chev said, “we can give him a 
job to run a children’s home— 
the only thing he can do.” 


A week ago Khrushchev’s 
successor, Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, 
branded 
President 
N i x o n ’s sense of honor a 
“mockery.” 


IT WAS a bitter denuncia­ 
tion, not of U.S. policy which is 
always a target of abuse here, 
but of the President personal­ 
ly. Nixon was accused of mis­ 
leading the American people 
with false promises, flouting 
international agreements and 
ordering the murder of Indo­ 
chinese women and children. 


It was the most vehement 
language used by a Soviet 
l e a d e r within recent years 
against a chief erf state and 
government of a major power 
with whom Moscow has been 
engaged in a joint effort to im­ 
prove relations. 


RUSSIAN 
HOSTILITY 
to 
Nixon dates back to the Presi­ 
dent’s early anti-Communist 
activity in Congress. The ani­ 
mosity was enhanced by the 
Nixon-Khrushchev kitchen de­ 
bate in Moscow in 1959. It was 
dramatized in 1968 when Nix­ 
on, visiting here as a private 


citizen, was snubbed by all 
officialdom. 
But a moratorium on anti- 
Nixon pronouncements in the 
Soviet propaganda media was 
declared after Nixon was nom­ 
inated in 1968 and continued 
for several months after the 
elections. 


The Kremlin appeared to be 
willing to do business with the 
new President, although it ig­ 
nored his overtures for an ex­ 
change of high level visits. 
The honeymoon did not last 
long. Before Nixon had com­ 
pleted his first year in the 
White House, criticism, at first 
muted, began to be levelled at 
the President and gained swift 
momentum. 


BUT IT TOOK the interven­ 
tion in Cambodia to make the 
normally restrained Kosygin 
launch a bitter tirade against 
the President personally. If in­ 
terpreted literally, the barrage 
ol criticism aimed at Nixon 
could mean that Kosygin has 
given up hope of doing busi­ 
ness with him. 


It augurs badly for the fu­ 
ture of American-Soviet rela­ 
tions when a Soviet leader 
publicly casts doubt on the in­ 
tegrity of his American coun­ 
terpart. 


Tt appears that it will take 
nothing less than some ex­ 
traordinary development t o 
restore the minimum of con­ 
fidence necessary for the two 
superpowers to do serious bus­ 
iness.

Prediction For School Districts: 


Tax Rate Increases Will Fail 


I’m no prophet, but barring 
some deus ex machina the 
sc.hool districts seeking tax 
rate increases in June proba­ 
bly can forget it. 
After hearing a lialf dozen 
acquaintances moan a bout 
Iheir boosted property assess­ 
ments, which they were just 
notified about, the chances 
.seem dim for any tax increase 
the taxpayer has a chance to 
prevent. 
These Lucas V’alley resi­ 
dents all claim they supported 
the recent tax rate boost in 
Dixie School District. And they 
all say they would have voted 
the other way if they’d known 
what was coming — assess­ 
ment increases of $5,000 to 
$7,000. 
In June, increases in the al­ 
lowable tax rate are being 
sought in Lagunitas, San Ra­ 
fael high school and elemen­ 
tary, Reed and Ross school 
districts. There are also some 
bond issues in San Rafael and 
Novato, and Mill Valley School 
District is seeking voter ap­ 
proval of higher bond interest 
rates so it can sell bonds al­ 
ready approved. 
There probably will be a 
sharp correlation between the 
vote on those issues and the 
size of assessment boosts in 
each community. 


C 0 M I N G BACK from a 
three-week vacation trip dur­ 
ing which we avoided the news 
altogether, we emerged from 
the Pacific hinterlands to find 
the President had launched us 
into war in yet another coun­ 
try. 


Our first reaction was be­ 
wilderment. Was this simply 
more stupidity, or the act of 
someone certifiably insane? 
.Not the most r e a s s u r i n g 
thouglits to have, even mo­ 
mentarily, about the leader of 
one's country. 
What influences ensnare the 
man in the White House so 
that an acute politician such 
as Richard Nixon should so 
quickly take on the war pos­ 
ture of Lyndon Johnson — who 
didn’t dare run again because 
of that very war? 


AFTER THINKING thoughts 
like these a few days, it was 
surprising and impressive to 
see how the anti-war strike 
and protest was handled last 
week at College of .Marin. 
There were 300 to 400 people 
working very hard and very 
peaceably to get their message 
out to Marin — a plea to stop 
the violence in Asia and at 
home, redirect the national 
priorities to meet our ulcerat­ 
ing domestic problems. 
There seems to be a broader 
commitment and a deeper one 
by the participants this time 
than in the fall moratoriums. 
Evn students who didn’t take 
part accepted the strike for 
the most part, as was shown 
by the almost total absence of 
violence and confrontations. 
If the leaders are out of 
touch with reality, the people 
increasingly are in touch. It is 
1970, not 1984. and not all the 
people can yet be persuaded 
that war is peace.

All Property Taxes

By adopting a completely 
new and very easily adminis­ 
tered means for raising all

In 1969 the total amount of 
all sales and transactions, in­ 
cluding new savings deposits 
in California reached around 
$165 billion. The total state 
budget was around S6 billion 
and the total of all local coun­ 
ty b u d g e t s for the state 
amounted to right around $5 
billion — a total amount ot 
some $11 billion. It can be eas­ 
ily seen that a general sales 
and transaction tax of 7 per 
cent levied on this amount 
would prixiucc’ ample funds 
Of course in setting iij) a 
new .system like this, the pre­ 
sent sales taxes would be eli­ 
minated completely, except a 
gasoline tax levy for the high­ 
way department, also all the 
present property taxes and

How President Guards Against

WASHING'I'ON — In the 
past few weeks it has been re­ 
vealed that FTesident Nixon 
has become more and more is­ 
olated from his cabinet Inter­ 
ior Sec. Walter Hickel said he 
had only seen the President 
tA'ice in 15 months. Other cabi­ 
net officers claim Hickel was 
fortunate to see the ITesideni 
that many times. 
I can now reveal that it is no 
accident that the President is 
unavilable to his cabinet offi­ 
cers. There are definite safe­ 
guards set up by White House 
staff members to make sure 
the President does not come 
into contact with anyone in hi.s 
administration 
This is how it works: 


AT EVEHV White Hou.se 
gale in the guardhouse there 
are photographs of e v e r > 
member of the cabinet. This 
is so the White House police 
can identify them immediately 
Whenever a member of the 
President's cabinet shows up 
at any of the gates, the police 
have orders to alert someone 
on the Whit" Hou'sc staff that 
there is a cabinet officer at the 
gate. 
A White House summer in­ 
tern IS then dispatched to the 
gate to ask the cabinet officer 
what his business is. The in­ 
tern assures the officer he will 
transmit any input to the Pres­ 
ident. 


IF THE CABI.NET officer 
still insists on seeing the Pres­ 
ident. he is escorted into the 
White House and asked to v\ait 
in the Secret Service men's 
locker room. 
•\ third a.ssistant to a While 
House aide is then sent to the 
locker roo.m. to see if he can 
persuade the cabinet ofticer to 
leave the White House without 
causing trouble. He tries to as- 
.«ure the cabinet ofticer that 
.Mr Nixon is always happy to 
hear what anyone in his ad­ 
ministration has to saw, and 


:.uggests that the best way for 
a eabine‘t officer to communi­ 
cate with the President is 
through his congressman. 
If this fails, the cabinet offi­ 
cer is then taken to the waiting 
room of the stenographic pool, 
where a secretary of one ot 
the White Hou.se aides is sent 
to talk to him. 
Occasionally a cabinet offi- 
< er will still in.sist on seeing 
someone in higher authority, 
and then he will be taken to 
the Navy mess in the White 
House to talk to one of the mi­ 
nor White House aides, .vhile 
the aide is having lunch. 
If this aide cannot persuade 
the cabinet ofticer to leave, he 
is then escorted upstairs to 
Pre.ss Sec. Ron Ziegler's assis­ 
tant. 


BY THIS TI.ME, the Presi­ 
dent's three chief aides. John 
Erlichman, 
Bob Ha'deman 
and Henry Kissinger, have re­ 
ceived word that there is a ca­ 
binet officer in the building. 
So they go on “ Red 
\I- 
ert. and they push their desk.s 
in the hall outside the Pre-;i- 
denl s office in covered-wagon 
fashion to block the cabinet of­ 
ficer from breaking in on the 
President Each aide has a dif­ 
ferent reason why the cabinet 
man cannot se) .Mr. Nixon. 
If for some reason the cabi­ 
net officer manages to hurdle 
over the desks and gtn by the 
three White House aides into 
the President’s office, he still 
IS not guaranteed that he will 
see the President. 
Crouching behind the dour 
for just such an emergency is 
Atty. Gen. John Mitchell.'the 
only cabinet member who has 
access to the president The 
attorney general will try to 
tackle the cabinet otficer be­ 
fore he gets to Mr. Nixon’s 
desk, It .Mitchell fails to wres­ 
tle him to the floor, then the 
cabinet officer is granted a 
five-minute audience with the 
President of the United States.

Other competitive products tests 


At San Bernardino, California, Scott Research Labora­ 
tories also conducted these revealing tests on competitive 
products: 


• Another competitive gasoline was used to 
fuel a dirty engine in a 1966 Chevrolet. After 2,000 
miles on this competitive fuel, hydrocarbon emissions 
decreased from 710 to 610 p.p.m. Carbon monoxide 
emissions showed no improvement, remaining at 
3.2%, or double what they should be in this model car. 
The vehicle was then switched to Chevron with 
F- 310. Result—after 1,500miles more of driving, both 
kinds of emissions were reduced to near new-car 
levels, i.e., from 610 to 230 p.p.m. of hydrocarbons and 
from 3.2% to 1.7% of carbon monoxide. 


• Another competitive gasoline, advertised 
as of first quality, was used to fuel a 1966 Chevrolet 
with an initially clean carburetor and PCV pollution 
control valve for 21,000 miles of driving. On comple­ 
tion of the test, hydrocarbon emissions hadincreased 
from 230 to 640 p.p.m. and carbon monoxide emissions 
were up from 1.7% to 3.5%. 
We have offered governmental agencies access to 
this car at Scott Research Laboratories for inspection 
and testing. 
The results of all these and many other tests are available 
to governmental agencies. 


Older automobile engines make dirty air. One of the prin­ 
cipal reasons for this is that they tend to accumulate harm­ 
ful deposits which increase exhaust emissions. In California, 
for example, pre-1966 autos without emission controls make 
up 65% of the car population—hut they emit 85% of the 
unbumed hydrocarbons,t one of the chief pollutants in 
auto exhaust. 
As we have repeatedly said, F- 310 has been proved highly 
effective for cleaning out harmful deposits from the critical 
parts of engines, restoring these engines to better running
